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1. With the removal of the last units of the Military and Political Uni- 
versity of the Chinese Communist 2 Army just completed, all troovs of 
LIU Po=cheng have left Nanking. LIU will make Chengtu his base. 


2. Since the departure of LIU's cadres some months ego, the cadres in Nanking 
have been very few and are overworked. Many are complaining about the lack 
of freedom and the inhuman demanis on their energies. 


3- On 19 January 1950 the Nanking Naval Headquarters ordered all units to 
change pliers as a vrecaution against bombing and reconnaisance*.
